The Col- 
orado Fuel and Iron company as thf 
largest factor in the field, he said. was 
usually first in making changes in 
operating conditions, their lead being

Regarding statements that he and 


his associates participated in the pros- 
ecution of John R. Lawson, Mr. Rock- 
efeller said: 


"I desire to state unequivocally that 


neither I nor any of my associates has 
had any connection whatsoever with 
this case. I feel, and have so 
ex- 


pressed myself 
very 
explicitly, that 


when private interests, either individ- 
ual or corporate, participate in crim- 
inal 
prosecutions, the 
proceedings 


tend to lose that impartial quality 
which should characterize the admin- 
istration of justice." 


Mr. Rockefeller declared that when 


he learned that the trial was coming 
on he made careful inquiry "to assure 
myself that the Colorado Fuel 
and 


Iron company was not participating in 
any way in the prosecution," and that 
he was assured "that this was 
the 


fact and that no deviation from thi= 
policy would be permitted by the of- 
ficers of the company in any prosecu- 
tions." 


"In reviewing recent 
events in 


Colorado," he continued, "while it 
is doubtless true that many of those 
who had a part in them would in the 
light of present knowledge, have act- 
ed differently in many respects, I 
can only say for myself that at each 
step I did what at the time seemed 
to me right and wise. As I see it, 
the vital questions now are these: 
Are conditions as they ought to be? 
If not. are sincere and effective ef- 
forts being put forth to make them 
better?" 


Mr. Rockefeller then told of his 


intention to visit Colorado "as soon 
as it can be arranged, with due re- 
gard to other obligations," and said 
that in the meantime the officers of 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron company 
are meeting with success in their ef- 
forts to improve conditions among 
employes. 
He told of his informal

and my view of certain hypothetical 
cases and the course I would takn 
should the facts -subsequently prove 
to be as presented. 


"As these questions all relate to a 


criminal appeal at present pending be- 
fore the courts of this country I feel 
that my position cannot be too pre- 
cisely stated, both as respects 
the 


questions already asked and 
ques- 


tions of a similar nature which mny 
be addressed, and I, therefore, desire 
toKlvetothis commission my opinion 
on these matters in the form of a 
written 
statement, 
which 
will 
be 


unequivocal and admit of no misun- 
derstanding or misinterpretation. 


"As already expressed, my opinion 


Is that justice should be so adminis- 
tered as to ba above suspicion and if In 
any material particular the trial of Mr 
Luwson has been wanting In this re- 
spect, I, for one, should desire to sen 
the supreme court of Colorado, to

WRITES LETTER 


ABOUT FLORIDA 


(By W. L. A. Sellers.) 


Tampa, Fia., May 32.—It has been 


my intention for some time to write 
to our 
friends 
and 
acquaintances 


something oil our stay in Florida, but 
the longer 1 put it off the more difl1.- 
cult it becomes. 


1 used to wonder why people who 


had spent some time here, could not 
describe more clearly just how things 
appeared—>but now I know. I have 
read different articles (and I dare say 
some of yoii who -will rend this have 
read them too) in these columns from 
persons who have spent some, time in 
Floiida, that differ so widely that h 
would be difficult indeed for one who 
has never seen Florida, to form an 
opinion of the country. One writes of 
the beautiful sunshine and roses and 
line fruits and vegetables; the other 
of the sand and swamps and 
mos- 


quitos. 


I have not entered the real estate 


business yet, so it shall be my pur- 
pose to tell something o" both 
the 


pleasant and the unp'easant features 
and. conditions, or, at least as much 
as I am able to in tlu> short length of 
time we have- been here. Let me say 
right here that Floiida :s, not all sun- 
shine and roses, as some would have 
you believe. It is estimated that 95 
per cent of Florida land is yet unim- 
proved, and except that most of the 
be&t timber has been taken off, it re- 
mains much the same as it has been 
i'or years. I learn that there are acres 
and acres of virgin pino fore&ts yet 
remaining, and wild 
game such 
as 


doer and bear, etc., etill abound. 


We arrived here on Monday evening 


and the next Monday morning I went 
to work consequently I -have not htd 
much chance to see the country. The 
land is generally level, and the un- 
improved land nresents rather a mo- 
notonous api-earance, as the trees -are 
neaily all pine trees, which grow very 
uniform in shape. The low Palmetto 
and other scrubby hushes are 
pl-Miti- 


1'ul. A greac many lakes are found, 
and of various sizes. The main road= 
are of either rock or shell i-nd make 
an excellent road, and they are get- 
ting a great many of them. These 
roads are ant to go through this un- 
improved territory and are 
consid- 


ered Quite an advantage to the pro- 
pert:, along such a road. 


The soil is in streaK^—FO much so, 


that a man can stop at one step ofi 
of good land onto poor laud.

the reason so many northern people 
have been swindled by buying land 
light unseen. 
In fact, a person can 


get "utuiig" tight here with eyes widv 
open, unli-sa ho li«» learned to judge 
the soil himself, or have aonte 
one 


who can. Lots of this rough land U 
Xood grazing land and men are paying 
more attention to cattle raising, and 
I feel quite certain that in the next 
lew years almost every acre of land In 
the state will he worth a great deal 
more—possibly double. 


Almost surrounded by the undevel- 


oped land may occasionally be seen a 
very pretty 
place 
with a \beautiful 


citrus grove or truck farm, indicating 
that this man knew 
the soil 
and 


picked out his little 5, 10 or 20 acre 
spot and is possibly making some 
money. 


In the city we find more of a vari- 


ety of trees. Some pine, palms, china- 
berry, magnolia, live oak and water 
oak, 
pecan and citrus trees, etc., and 


occasionally a sycamore, which is the 
most naturally looking tree we 
see. 


The oak trees are the best for shade 
and compare with the elm trees in 
the north, as they grow large an£ 
spread out very wide. Most of these 
trees do not shed their leaves all at 
once, but the new leaves come out and 
gradually crowd the old ones off and 
you hardly know the change has been 
made. When we came here, and all 
through the winter we could see trees 
that were green and by the side of it 
\\culd be one that was shedding, or 
possibly had shed all of its leaves., 
then one that had shed 'began to come 
out in its new coat. So you can sec- 
there is a 
constant 
transformation 


that is very hard to describe. Every- 
thing now is out in its best 
green 


suit and surely it is beautiful. No more 
so than Ohio is m the spring, but tht-y 
last so much longer, and when every- 
thing is dead there we will still have 
things greea. 


In December and January the Poiu- 


settias and other flowers were bloom- 
ing, some roses too. There are some 
flowers blooming all the time. 
Vege- 


tables were seen growing, and were 
on the market when we came in De- 
cember, and have gradually increased 
until now they are very plentiful. 


It does not seem so strange now, 


but to see all these things through the 
winter months is quite a treat to one 
who has never had that pleasure. 


The thin? that will probably stay 


with us the longest, was the first sight 
of a real orange grove, which we first 
sighted about 
100 miles south of 


Jacksonville, on our road to Tampa. 
The pictures 
you see of 
organges 


growing do not do them justice. 
The 


foliage of an orange tree is of as rich 
a green as nature or man could ever 
make, and the rich yellow of the ripo 
irait hanging among the green 
is 


surely a beautiful thing, and 
when 


you see acres of such trees set in per- 
fectly straight rows it is even mon.- 
beautiful than I can describe. There 
are still some oranges on the trees, 
and at the same time • small green 
oranges and blossoms, three stages ap- 
pearing at The same time. You have 
never eaten a real orange unless you 
pulled it from the tree. 


Apples and oranges are ju&t the re- 


verse here. You buy oranges by the 
measure and apples by the dozen. W« 
have some sitting on the table nowe 
that Airs. Sellers paid 13c per dozen 
for, and thev are very small ones, too-. 
We have been able at times to buy- 
nice grape fruit for a penny apiece, 
and most 
anytime for a "jitney." 


Great quantities of grape fruit 
and 


oranges havo gone to waste here this 
spring. 


Tampa 
differs 
somewhat 
from 


northern cities, in a tew respects, but. 
generally speaking, it is similar. 
It 


has a mayor and other officials that 
most every one criticises, (and I am 
sorry to s&y that a great deal of it is 
due them.) The street cars run in the 
middle of the streets; 
a policeman 


may be found occassionaly on 'quiet 
streets, and the big "graft" machine 
s running, etc. 


Regardless of these drawbacks, civ- 


ic nride has done and is still doing 
lots for 
Tampa. 
Everybody is a 


booster. There is lots of hustle, lots 
of set there push. 


There are still a great many 
evi- 


dences of the old town it used to be, 


new and strictly modern 
build- 


Ings are replacing the old ones, and 
to me seems every evidence of a great- 
T Tampa. It now reaches nearly 75,000 
•eople, and not many years hence will 
sep 100,000. There is a great deal of 
iiaved streets and more going down in 
larious parts of the .city. The pave- 
ments are very essential 
here, 
for 


ivhere there is no pavement it is sand 
ind makes very hard driving for cith- 
vr borse or auto. 
There are three 


>r four residential sections that 
are 


• .1'it'ful. The people who have some 
'I'.'n-s and own their homes have very 
i -eltv lav/Es and shrubbery but 
the 


ic'ilo-s iind poorer classes don't 
put 


,'rt!. Hi2 effort and expense necessary 
ior nice lawns. It requires quite a lit- 
tle cost and work to get and keep a 
lawn here. The climate 5s very hard 
on paint and a great many houses 
jimong the medium class and almost 
all among the poor class show 
up 


badly. So many houses look like they 
were just staying there temporarily. 


Tampa is the 
greatest place 
to 


&tudy human nature 1 ever saw. There 
are people here from 
every state in 


the union, and from every country on 
the globe it seems—Spanish, Cubans, 
Greeks, Italians, Germans, 
English, 


Danish end some Mexicans. Not many 
of the Roumanians, etc., as there are 
in Newark. 


The most are Spanish and Cubans. 


They are brought and kept here by 
the cigar factories. 
The Spanish art- 


making good and highly respected cit- 
ixc-ns, and are some of the moneyed 
people. Many of 
them own 
fine 


homes among the 
Americans, and 


even intennfeiry. At first we thought 
we could never get used to so many 
foreigners, but as time goes on we 
notice them less. There are two sec- 
tions of the city that are made up al- 
most altogether of the poorer class ot 
foreigners so that if you keep out of 
ihese sections they need not 'bother 
>ou much. 


These foreigners as a rule are well- 


behaved and cause very little trouble. 
The colored people cause more trou- 
ble for the policemen than any others 
Tl-.ey surely ere thick here. Generally 
speaking, and considering what a mix- 
ture of humanity there is hero, It Is 
a very orderly place. 


.There arc something near three 


hundred cigar 
factories 
here, and 


when they ai'« working 
full, have a 


weekly output of 
10.000,000 cigars, 


and It seems Hke they try to smoke 
them all here at home 
Never saw sj 


much smoking. They do refrain from 
it while lit fhurcli. but that is about 
all. 'They »H anywhere on the street 
car and smoke, clurks smoke in the 
stores except when waiting on a cus- 
tomer. In fact, there seems to be no 
rules against It. 


I think Tampa has agreed to take 


the output of all thi3 automobile fac- 
tories, judging from the number of

NORTH OF YPRES 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Paris, May 21.—The French war 


office this afternoon ga#e out a re- 
port on the progress of 
hostilities 


reading as follows; 


"To the north of Ypres and to the 


east of the Yser canal, the enemy, 
at an early hour last night started 
an attack against our trenches.
